More people have registered 
for the primary election on June 
4 than any other time in the 
history of the state, according 
to figures released by Frank M 
Jordan, secretary of state. 

In San Bernardino county, 91,- 
872 have registered, with demo- 
crats leading republicans, 50,887 
to 35,992. There are 449 prcohibi- 
tionists, 143 miscellaneous, and 
4,401 decline to state. 

Jordan said the current 
tration for the June 4 primary 
election is 4,113,608 or 362,312 
greater than the previous high 
shown for the primary election 
of 1942 and is only 27.723 below 
the all-time high for alj elections 
set in the general of 1944.

Years ago I asked my good 
friend, Lynn Grahame, about 
understanding the Irish. “Mac,” 
he said, “They really don’t un- 
derstand themselves.”
